WMbington, Jan. 23.— Tbe fact that 
lh« anti-sealping bill wai nwdo tbe un- 

nnished business of the senate by Sat- 
jrday's vote doesBot necessarily insure 
its tmmtdlate coniideratlon. 

The general understanding is that 
ihts bill will wait upon the peace trea- 
ty and tlie approi'riation bills, and that 
the Indian appropriation bill will be 
the tnt mMsart to receive the atten- 
'ion of the senate during the week. The 
diplomatic and pension appropriatiou 
bille, also, may be considered during 
the week. Several speeches on the gen- 
eral miblMt of expaasloB are eipected 
to ba made. 

How nuch time will bo given to the 
treaty in executive sprhIoh will depend 
opoB Whether tbe committee on foreign 
relattoni cbnilders it In the tntereet of 
:he treaty to press consideration. There 
Is an effort to arrange a compromise 
Vhlch would permit speedy action up 
OB tha treaty, but if this Js not success- 
rnl the iBdieationt are for eonsiderahlo 
delay. Two compromises are suggest- 
ed. One of these is for a modification 
of tbe treaty or the adoption of a reso- 
lution deolaratwy against the perma- 
o«Bt holding of the Philippine archi- 
pelago, and the other is for a mndifira- 
tian of the army organization bill on 
tlBM daririd by the treaty opponents, 
ft Is not yat poialMe to state whether 
lither court* will be pursued. 

On rriday the senate will listen to 
eulogies of tb« late Representative 
Oook of Illinois.

WaahlngtOB, Jan. 2:;.— The time nf 
the hania will be devoted to the army 
reorganisation bill. 

Th* oaoaideratlon of this bill, which 
li regardad as pra-Mnlnently the most 
important general measure to come be- 
fere congrAes at this session, has been 
delayed by tbe Illness of Chairman 
Hull at tha military affairs committee. 
H* haa raeorered raffleieatlr to pilot 
the ra«aBure, however, and the house 
has formaJly agreed to take up its con- 
sideration on Tuesday. 

Tha gaaaral debata, not iacluding 
three night sessloos, is to oootinue 15 
hours. This la as far as the agreement 
goes. It includes no j^rovislon for a 
final vote. The debate promisee to be 
both latM-estlng and impartant. as it 
will ralae all the questions involved in 
increasing our standing army to 100,000 
men as propofied by the bill, together 
with our whole future policy relative 
to th* tMTitiH'y acquired in tbe recent 
war with Spain. 

There exist a wide variety of opin- 
ions upon the propo«ition to increase 
tt* Standing army. It has a strong 
majority of tha R^bllcana behind it 
aid It eomes into the hause with the 
endorsesnent of the president's mes- 
sage practically as an administratiou 
raeaaure. The Democrats and Popu- 
lists are intensely boatile to the whole 
proposition and intend to flght it to 
the last ditch. Tin v tvIII have some 
support from the Itepublican side. 

The oppoaitlon, however, do not de- 
lir* to embarraa* the government and 
ire willing to provide for a temporary 
Increase in the army of HO, 000 men In 
accordance with the provisions of the 
^ubstltuta bill offered by the minority 
of th* eonmlttee. Or they ar* willlpg 
to authorise the continuance, tempbr- 
•rtly. of the present war strength of 
th* regular army (62,000)— anything 
la faet, to prevent tbe creation of a 
permanent increase. In this they have 
the sympathy of many Republicans. 

The fate of the bill Is In grave doubt. 
The statements made on the floor of 
the senAta to the effect that It was not 
the Intention of the gOT«mm*nt to 
hold the Philippines permanently, al- 
Ihoufh their authoritative character 
was denied, have placed a weapon in 
the haada o( th* opponents of the 
measura who will use th* sUtement 
that there is doubt aa to the future 
of the Philippines as a strong argu- 
ment against a permanent increase of 
the regular army. 

Tha bill may not ba completed this 
week as t^e order permits its consider- 
Btlon to be interrupted by appropria- 
tion bills and conference reports. One 
of theaa. th* military academy, Is on 
the calendar. The river and harbor 
bill was reportM Monday va^ t^<^ 
baval bill probably bafora th* end of 
Ihe week.

Cleveland, Jan. 23.— John F. Leba- 
ron, a well known civil engineer, de- 
clares in an interview here that while 
engaged as an engineer on the old 
Nlcaraguh canal, he discovered a new 
and practical rout* (or th* Interocaaoic 
connactlon. 

"I was one of the engineers In 
Charge," said he, "and became thor- 
oughly acquainted with the territory, 
and when 1 diacovtred th* n*w and 
mora practical route I at once laid it 

b*(ore the men who were backing the 
enterprise. Hut they were pledged to 
put the canal through on practically 
the rout* they had laid out. and did 
not aet on my suggestion, and further- 
more (lid not want anything laid 0( 
the new und shorter route. 

"When congress acted ou the mat- 
ter and tbe president designated a 
commission to go thoroughly over the 
ground and report on all feasible 
routes, 1 at once wrote the commission, 
saying that if it was desired I would 
go to Washington and make known 
my route. 

"I asked for no commission nor 
money, having no other Interest in the 
matter than the public intertsL The 
commission did not see fit to accept 
my offer, and therafor* I hare never 
divulged the route. 

"The commission has reported fav- 
orably on the Lull route, which I be- 
lieve presents obstacles that OMke it 
impracticable." 

Mr. Lebaron claims that the route 
he proposed Is much shorter than any 
other and would cost |SS,0Mi9OO 
than any y<-\ iiained.

Washington. Jan. 28. — Chamlst 
Wiley of th* department of agricul- 
ture haa reported to Secretary Wllioa 
that an examination of samples of 
canned meats secured both In the open 
market and from the war department 
to determine the presence of any chem- 
ic nl preservatives failed to disclose any 
tracet of borax, boric acid, sulphites, 
sulphurous acid, salicylic or benzoic 
acids. The preaenc* of salt petre was 
ronflrmed in all th* sample* of corned 
beef and so called luncheon beef, but 
no trace of it was discovered in the 
roast beef, though common salt was 
present to a considerable ext«nL

San Francisco, Jan. 23.— The steam 
ferry boat Oakland, plying between 
this city and Oakland, ran down the 
launch William D, near Goat Island. 
The launch sank Immediately. En- 
gineer Waddles of the William D was 
drowned. F. D. Orr, a paasenger. was 
struck by the Oakland and died of his 
iuiuries :ifter reaching the hospital.

Athens, Jan. 23.—A strong laltmlc 
disturbance was felt throughout th* 

Peloponnesus (the southern part of 
the kingdom of Greece), ^specially 
In the southwestern d*partm*9ta of 
the peninsula. 

All the bouaea la the town of Phll- 
iatra. In the 'department of Messenla, 
on the Ionian coast, have been dam- 
aged and the inhabitants are now 
camping out In the auburb*. Two vil- 
lages in the Tldnlty of Phlllatra were 
completely destroyed, many people be- 
ing slightly Injured. The villages of 
Kyparissia and Staso were also prac- 
tically destroyed, though It is not 
known aa yet wh*tb*r thcr* were any 
victims thorp. 

Much damage tO property was don'> 
at Navarlno, a seaport, six miles north 
of Modon, who** harbor witnessed the 
victory of the Engllsb. French and 
Hussinn fleets over those of the Turka 
and Egyptians in 1827; and consider- 
able loss is reported from Calamata, 
capital of the department of Messenla, 
near the head of th* gulf of Koron. 

The shock was severely felt In the 
district of Zante, capital of the Ionian 
Island of that name, but there wa-t no 
loss of lif* or prop*rty there. Many 
slighter ahock* occurred during th* 
day and at niRh.t the people at numer- 
ous towns and villages are afraid to 
return to their houses. The authori- 
ties are doing all in their power to fur- 
nish tottti and supHlM" 



Thraa Haarr Explaafc 

Leban<». Pa., Jan. 28.— Thra* hcary 
explosion* occurred at abort Intervals 

at the Bird Coleman furnace plant at 
Cornwall, five miles from here. Build- 
ings were shaken and many window 
panca br(A*n throughout the town. 
Tb* twin fumtwca w«r* moch damaged 
and the loss wa« haavy. Of the many 
hundreds of workingmen, none waf 
aeriously hurt, although a number suf- 
fered alight injuria*. Th* «xploalona 
were eauaed by molten motal eating Ita 
way out of a stack and entering the 
under pit, where it came into contact 
With water. 



Alitor Bitttxry Home. 

New York, Jan. 23.— After an ab- 
sence of more than seven months, the 
Astor battery arrived In New York. 
During their absene* the men have 

travrled to and from the Phillpplno 
Islands and have seen active service 
against the Spaniards under General 
McArthur at Manilla. They marched 
from th* city Jun« IS with three ofll- 
cers and 99 men. Thdy returned with 
one ofHcer and 82 men. Their loas 
from death was five — three dead in ac- 
tion and two from sickness. 

Stnnait by Strlkm. 

Colon, Colombia, Jan. 23.— The strike 
of dock laborers is fast assuming a 
serious aapeet A batch of 86 Panama 

dockmen arrived and stones and re- 
volvers were fired at the train as it 
ncared Colon. A hundred more are ex- 
pected and the skip owners are anx- 
loualy awaiting their arrival, as bus- 
iness is seriously delayed. Soldiers ar* 
guarding the warehouses where the 
dockmen now on hand are at work 
and are preventing communication 
with th* outalda. 



Catholic Soolal Sattlnniaiit. 

Cleveland, Jan. 23.— Father Benedict, 
prior of th* Order of Saint Benedict, 
will start an Independent Catholic so 
dal settlement In the congested Hay- 
niarl^ot district within a few days. He 
came here from Buffala Father Ben- 
edict saya h* baa rce*lv*d iBTftatlons 
to start similar work in Buffalo, Chi- 
cago and Milwaukee and will probably 
send representatives to each of these 
cities at the proper time.

Th* archbiahop aaeured landa tor the 
pnrpoa* ot locating s«ttl*ra, an Irlah 
colony being established, and most of 
the lands have passed to these settlers. 

There still remained, however, u 
good many acres not sold or only par- 
tially paid tor, and on tbe plea that thfi 
archbishop had simply a contract to 
dispose of the lauds, aa an agent, an 
attempt was made to prevent a trans- 
fer of those lands. 

Tbe contention of th* archbishop is 
auatalaad, and be will receive all the 
landa under the second contract. 

Tltl* to the land.s has been unset 
tl*d because of the«e suits for a gooa 
many year*, and this final decision of 
the matter will come as a relief nr.t 
only to the s'^ttlors on the lands, but 
to all residents about (Jracpville, where 
the bulk of the land is located.

Washington, Jan. 23.— The house 
coinage weights and measure* com- 
mittee, by a strict party vote, ordered 
a favorable report on the substltite 
for III preseiitatlve Hill's bill to fix the 
Ktaiiilurd of value in the United Sta es 
and for other purposes. The bill p. o- 
vidcs in substance that the standard 
of value in th* Unit*d Stat** shall be 
the gold dollar; that all contracts ex- 
isting and In the future shall be com- 
puted in reference to that standa d; 
that there shall be established in the 
treasury a department of iaaue and re- 
demption; that the greenbacks shall be 
retired, and upon retirement that gold 
bill* ahall be substituted therefor.

" In so far as we may now judge, there 
ia no' reason why the'fmit crop of 1899 
may not be remcmlipred as one of the 
most abundant at the cloee of the cen- 
tury. Ita last decade haa indeed been a 
barren one. Either by intense or un- 
timely cold, by blighting rain or wither- 
ing drouth, our orchards and berry plant- 
ings have failed to yield their wonted re- 
tnma. Bat it is a long road that has no 
turning. The decade of '50 had but two 
yean of abnndanee, bat the one succeed 
ingwaa the overflowing horn of plenty 

" .Many factors enter into the making 
of great fruit crops. One of the moat im 
portent of theee ia theoharaeter of the 
|>recedine eummer, and that ol 1886, by 
reason of its heat and hnmldity, favored 
the development of fruit-buds of perfect 
vitality. Nothing; has thus far injured 
these. There was nearly a perfect fail- 
ure of the tree fToita last year, and our 
orchards, so to aay, are babbling over 
with the anezpended energiea of en 
forced rest. Xhtbodtfraita never prom 
ised better. 

"The maximum of cold is always passed 
by mid-January, and we are pretty cer 
uin not to be injured by winter'a froat 
WhatmtimdTorblightiBsclriBdmitaneM 
may nip our hope later on, can of course 
not be determhied. The many aatura 
ting ralna of laat anrnmer and fkll de 
pleted the number of injurious insects, 
and from the ravages of these we are 
comparatively safe. Bat tbeae aame con 
ditions favored that low form of life that 
mantles the blushing cheek of apple and 
peach with disfiguring blotchaa of scab 
and blight These reflections are equally 
true of our grass and grain flelda, affect- 
ing e(iually the wider intaiaata of our 
general agricultare." 

"The blooming of our frolt trees next 
apring is not apt to be an ezoeaeive one 
■it never ia after a wet summer, but the 
lack of number will be off-eet by the 
virility of the blossoms themselves. 
There may be some disappointment it^ 
the bearing of young apple and pear 
trees, for itia the habit of these to cast 
their blossoms after a summer of luxu 
riuiit jrrowth, but the general prospect 
for an abundant yield of fruit is very en 
couraging."
